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PREFACE. 



The plan of the present little work is in all 
respects similar to that of the Greek De- 
lectus, by the same author, which appeared in 
the spring of last year. The reason assigned 
for the publication of the latter, was, that 
the books which usually accompanied the 
first study of Greek were of little service 
in acquiring a knowledge of the grammar ; 
but required that such knowledge should 
be to some extent already attained, before 
they could be used. The same objection 
applies to those commonly employed in 
teaching the rudiments of Latin ; and there 
are reasons which render it even more 
desirable to remove the difficulty thus oc- 
casioned, than in the former instance. Latin 
is almost invariably the first learnt; the pupil, 
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therefore, has not the advantage of any pre- 
vious acquaintance with grammar, which the 
beginner inGreekgenerallypossesses. More- 
over boys for the most part begin it at a 
very early age, and are taught by persons 
v«rho have not themselves an accurate know- 
ledge of the language. All this combines to 
make its study unusually difficult : and the 
result is often much discouragement and loss 
of time. Few persons who have been con- 
cerned with elementary teaching can have 
failed to notice the great leAgth of time which 
commonly elapses before a boy has attained 
to anything like an intelligent compre- 
hension of the simplest principles of gram- 
mar ; or is sufficiently advanced to be able 
to construe the easiest Latin author- This 
may be owing in some degree to the study 
of the language being commenced too soon ; 
but, certainly, one great cause is the want 
of any book which will exemplify to him 
the meaning of every rule he learns ; and, 
by repeated application of it to particular 
instances, fix it firmly at once in his com- 
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prehension and his memory. '^ The ladder of 
learning", as it is sometimes called, instead 
of presenting an easy and progressive ascent, 
is converted into a species of inclined plane,* 
down which the unfortunate beginner is 
perpetually sUpping to the very bottom, 
to his sore discomfiture, for want of any 
point which might afford him a resting- 
place in his upward progress, or at lea^t 
arrest his descent if he should be in danger 
of gomg backwards. 

It has been thought better to adapt the 
arrangement of the work to some particular 
grammar ; but it should be clearly under- 
stood, that it wiU serve almost equally well 
as an accompaniment to any of the Latin 
grjEtmmars in common use. The Eton Latin 
grammar has been selected as being, on the 
whole, the simplest, most intelligible, and 
most generally used of any with which the 
author is acquainted. It is doubtless de- 
fective^ in many particulars, and contains 

^ As, for example, the statement that hie, hoc, hoc,

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some serious mistakes. But the other 
grg^mmars, which are. suiSiciently known to 
be adopted as a text book, are more difficult 
of comprehension; either from the rules 
being less clearly stated, or from the inser- 
tion of additional matter, only intelligible 
to the more advanced student. An attempt 
has been made to supply some of the defi- 
ciencies, and rectify the mistakes above 
alluded to, by notes and explanations in- 
troduced in the course of the work. It 
only remains to be added, that any cor- 
rections or suggestions will be most thank- 
fully received either by the author or 
publisher.

^ A verb deponent is so called because it lays aside {de- 
ponit) its active form and its passive signification. Accord- 
ing to the usual rule, a verb ending in or has a passive 
meaning, and the English of sequor should be, '^ I am fol- 
lowed"; but it is always used to signify, " I follow", where- 
eyer it occurs. Deponent verbs often have gerunds and 
participles of the active form. In parsing them, therefore, 
these should always be recited ; and it will be the business 
of the teacher to point out, in each particular instance, 
what gerunds and participles are, and what are not, in use.

INTEODUCTION. 

« 

(Eton Latin Grammar, pp. 56-58.^) 

The pupil having been thoroughly grounded in 
the parsing of words, should now proceed to learn 
the parsing of sentences. 

With this view, it should first be explained to 
him what is meant by agreement and government^ 
the two great principles of Syntax. 

Agreement is the connexion between two words, 
in the same sentence, which are in the same num- 
ber, gender, case, or person : e. g., in the sentence, 

^' Fulmen est terribile", 

the substantive fulmen is in the same number 
fthe singular) and the same person (the third) 

1 The explanation of the three concords, or agreements, 
here referred to, should be placed at the beginning of the 
Syntax, and not in the Accidence, with which it has pro- 
perly nothing to do. 
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with the verb est ; and is therefore said to agree 
with it in number and person. 

Again, the adjective terrihile is in the same 
number (the singular), the same case (the nomina- 
tive), and the same gendei; (the neuter), withyw/- 
men ; and is therefore said to agree with it in 
number, case, and gender. 

Government is where one word causes another 
to be put in any particular case or mood : e, g,^ in 
the sentence — 

" Nave seco fluctus", 

the verb seco causes the substantive fluctus to be 
put in the accusative case : hence fluctus is said 
to be *^ the accusative case, governed by its verb 
seco^^ 

Again, in the sentence, — 

^' Amor patriae laudabilis est", 

the preceding substantive, amoTy causes the one 
which foUows, patrim, to be the genitive. In 
parsing the sentence, therefore, j»a^n<© is described 
as '*the genitive case, governed^ by its preceding 
substantive amorT 

^ A distinction appears to be intended in the M(m Latin 
OrammoT, and elsewhere, between government and require- 
ment; the latter term being applied to substantiyes, adjec- 
tives, and conjunctions ; and the former to verbs, participles, 
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So also in the following, — 

^' Feror ad portum", 

" Mens novitatis avida est", 

portum is put in the accusative because of the 
preposition ad ; and novitatis in the genitive, be- 
cause of the adjective avida. 
And again, m— 

" Jubeo te discedere", and 
" Ut mortem vitemus", 

the preceding verb jubeOy and the conjunction 
uty make the verbs discedere and vitemtcs to be the 
infinitive and subjunctive moods. Portum, novi- 
tatis, discedere, and vitemtcs therefore, in parsing 
are severally said to be governed by ad, avida, 
jubeo, and ut. 

Adverbs* seldom, pronouns and interjections 
never, govern either moods or cases. 

and prepositions. But as, in both cases, the preceding word 
determines the case or mood of the one which follows, it may 
fairly be said to govem it. 

^ Sometimes adverbs are used as prepositions, and in 
these instances they govern cases ; but then, perhaps, in 
strictness, they cease to be adverbs. Sometimes, also, inter- 
jections are found joined to cases, but the government does 
not depend on the interjection, but on some word under- 
stood between it and the case.

The term apposition also occurs in the Syntax^ 
and ought to be explained. Where two substan- 
tives are found in the same sentence^ expressing 
the same object, though in different words, they 
are put in the same case : e, g,, in the sentence, — 
"Londinum, caput Angliae, urbs celeberrima est", 
the two substantives, Londinum and caput (An- 
gluB)^ both describe identically the same thing, 
though in different terms, and are therefore put 
in the same case, viz., the nominative. Or again, 

" Dimisit Varronem, magistrum equitum"; 

Varronem and magistrum are, for the same rea- 
son, both put in the accusative. 

It has not been thought necessary to give the 
forms of parsing in any but the first chapter. The 
mode of proceeding is in all cases the same, llie 
pupil must first consider what rule the example 
before him is intended to illustrate : then state 
how it illustrates it : and lastly repeat the rule 
itself by rote.
